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Deal over 
The Public 
is due to 
be signed 

AN AGREEMENT about 
the future of The Public is 
set to be signed by college 
and council bosses within 
weeks. Keys for the arts 
centre were handed back to 
Sandwell Council on Friday. 

The move signalled the 
official end of Sandwell Arts 
Trust’s responsibility for 
the building in West Brom¬ 
wich. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
now said he hopes an agree¬ 
ment will be signed after a 
meeting of the college gover¬ 
nors on Monday. 

Sandwell College is set to 
transform the iconic pink 
and black site into a sixth 
form after the council 
announced earlier this year 
that it was pulling its annual 
£1.6m subsidy for the site, 
which opened its doors in 
2008. The sixth form college 
is due to open to students in 
September 2014. 

Sandwell Council’s leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “Once again I thank 
Sandwell Arts Trust and 
staff at The Public for their 
hard work. 

“They have done a great 
job and these changes we are 
making for the future are 
not a reflection on them. 

“We are entering the final 
stages of negotiations with 
Sandwell College on a 25- 
year partnership to secure 
the long-term future of the 
building.”

COUNCIL chiefs are asking David Cameron to intervene 
over energy giant npower’s decision to cut 400 jobs in 
Oldbury. They say the firm’s announcement is ‘a terrible 
blow just before Christmas’. 

The company will close its Quayside House offices in Rounds Green 
Road, next summer. All of the 250 posts at Quayside House will be cut, 
and around 150 staff will go from npower’s sister site Birchfield House, 
Joseph Street. The firm’s other Oldbury site, Birch House, is not 

expected to be affected. 

Staff will begin to leave by March next

Sneak thief in 
display switch 
at jewel shops 

A QUICK-FINGERED sneak thief escaped 
with jewellery worth thousands of pounds 
from display cabinets at jewellers by cover¬ 
ing up the crime with fake substitutes. 

The switch meant the crime was not 
spotted until CCTV was checked long after 
the culprit had left the scene, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Jasbinder Bhaker - who had previous con¬ 
victions for carbon copy offences - used the 
trick to get away with almost £14,000 worth 
of gold rings and bracelets from three 
stores, prosecutor Mr Paul Reid said. 

The 33-year-old struck first at Paul Jew¬ 
ellers in West Bromwich High Street. He 
was left alone at the counter after asking to 
view a pendant that required the owner to go 
to the rear of the shop to fetch it on October 
12 last year, the court was told. 

Bhaker then said he needed to get some 
money but never returned. Staff later dis¬ 
covered from CCTV that he had taken 10 
gold bangles worth £12,000. 

On April 25 the thief went to AJ Jewellers 
in Walsall and swapped a £1,400 necklace 
from the display for a fake he had brought 
with him. Then on May 17 - the day after 
hair stylist Bhaker had been given a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence by magistrates for 
similar offences - he switched a £500 ring on 
display with a dud substitute at the New 
Horn of Gold shop in Walsall. 

Bhaker, of Stanley Road, Oldbury pleaded 
guilty to the three thefts and was sent to 
prison for 18 months by Judge John Wait. 


year, after a 60-day consultation was 
launched with the affected workers.

Councillor Cooper added: “This is a terri¬ 
ble blow for hundreds of hard-working 
people and families just before Christmas. 

Livelihoods 

“I am writing to David Cameron to ask 
him to help get npower to reverse its deci¬ 
sion but I am not hopeful of a reply. I am bit¬ 
terly disappointed by the decision to move 
these jobs abroad, especially as npower is 
one of the ‘Big Six’ energy firms which 
racked up huge profits last year. 

“We will do everything we can to help the 
people losing their livelihoods. Our own 
employment agency is already identifying 
ossible vacancies across the area and we 
ave offered to work with npower to get as 
many people as possible back into employ¬ 
ment. We have also contacted the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions to offer 
support for any of its initiatives.” 

On outsourcing the work, Mr Wilkes 
said: “We’re bringing in proven people with 
proven records in getting customer satisfac¬ 
tion up to 80 per cent.” Colin Smith, from 
the GMB union, added: “At this time of the 
year when the Christmas lights are being 
turned on for most people, npower workers, 
their families and communities have no 
yuletide greetings.” 


HUNDREDS of people packed into a 
church for carols ahead of the first 
double switch-on of Christmas lights 
and a Tree of Light.

Future of 
Hooty's in 
doubt as 
talks held 

THE future of renowned 
Black Country discount 
superstore Hooty’s is in 
doubt as it emerged take¬ 
over talks are being held. 

Workers at the main site 
in Willenhall and its Kidder¬ 
minster branch claim they 
have been told the stores will 
shut early next year. 

Home store The Range is 
in negotiations about taking 
over the Willenhall site in 
Longacres Industrial Est¬ 
ate, Rose Hill, where around 
100 workers are based. 

They say existing staff 
would transfer to their busi¬ 
ness if the takeover goes 
ahead. 

The Range has said it is 
only dealing with a takeover 
of the Willenhall store. 

It comes just weeks after 
the Willenhall building was 
given permission to extend 
its opening hours. 

The well-known store was 
founded in 1963 by the 
family of Steve Smith, who 
sold the business in 1988 
and went on to set up Pound- 
land in 1990 before selling 
that for £50m in 2002. 

The announcement has 
led to uncertainty among 
staff. One worker said staff 
were called into a meeting 
and told the store was being 
taken over by The Range. 

Reporters have made 
repeated attempts to contact 
bosses at Hooty’s. They 
refused to comment and 
referred inquiries to the 
statement from The Range.

cluded that the council should retain 
the centre, used by people in 
Sandwell and Walsall. 

The centre will now be managed 
under a framework contract by a 
private management contractor, 
similar to how services are run in 
other boroughs. 

A campaign was launched after it 
emerged that the council-run swim¬ 


ming pool could close due to budget 
cuts, led by Karen Hamilton and Jon 
Hunt. An earlier all-party agree¬ 
ment between councillors also 
agreed the pool would not close and 
would be rebuilt if possible. 

Councillor Mahmood Hussain, 
chairman of the Perry Barr District 
Committee, said: “I am very pleased 
that the views of the Perry Barr 
councillors have been listened to, as 
we all agreed that this popular facil¬ 


ity should be retained.” The site is 
used by a large number of schools for 
swimming lessons, has a very 
popular swimming instruction pro¬ 
gramme and is home to Perry 
Beeches Swimming Club. 

The set of proposals have been 
created to ensure a strategic spread 
of facilities and services across the 
city in the future, as well as meeting 
the budget pressures and reductions 
facing the council.

Valnuchinas then climbed 
in to the passenger seat of 
the car and had a conversa¬ 
tion with the driver, the 
court heard. Four minutes 
later he drove away, mom¬ 
ents after the Mercedes. 

The swap on May 24, 
2012, was secretly watched 
by investigators who were 
keeping the other man 
under surveillance. 

Valnuchinas, from Lillian 
rove, Bilston, admitted 
three offences of transfer¬ 
ring firearms and the illegal 
possession of ammunition 
and was jailed by Judge Mar¬ 
tin Walsh who said: “The 
gravity of guns cannot be 
over estimated. They kill, 
murder, terrorise and intim¬ 
idate.” 

Amarjit Singh, aged 43, 
from Chiltern Drive, Porto- 
bello, who has admitted pos¬ 
session of the guns, is due to 
be sentenced next month.

Tragedy 
as baby 
choked on 
nut shell 

A SEVEN-month-old baby 
died after appearing to 
choke on a cashew nut shell, 
an inquest heard. 

Gauravdeep Singh Bassi 
is believed to have picked up 
the dropped shell while 
crawling on the floor of his 
West Bromwich home. 

He was taken to Sandwell 
Hospital but could not be 
resuscitated, the hearing at 
Smethwick Coroner’s Court 
was told yesterday. 

The inquest was opened 
and adjourned for further 
inquiries but is being consid¬ 
ered a ‘tragic accident’. 

Family and friends had 
been at the address in Hill 
Top, West Bromwich, and 
eating nuts prior to the 
tragedy on November 17. 

Bonita Poole, investigat¬ 
ing officer for Black Country 
senior coroner Robin 
Balmain, told the prelimi¬ 
nary hearing: “He was 
crawling around in the 
living room. It appears one 
of the shells had been 
dropped on the floor and 
then the mother noticed he 
was choking. 

“There is nothing suspi¬ 
cious, this is just a tragic 
accident I am afraid.” 

Mr Balmain described the 
death as “dreadful” as he 
adjourned for further infor¬ 
mation.

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Sentence 
fight lost 
by man in 
booze con 

A MAN who was jailed for a 
£4.7 million tax scam has 
been told by judges that he 
will serve every day of his 
prison sentence. 

Peter Singh-Kunoor, of 
Florence Road in Smeth¬ 
wick, was jailed for five years 
at Birmingham Crown 
Court in June, after customs 
officers discovered a lorry¬ 
load of vodka which he and 
two other accomplices 
planned to sell without 
paying any duty. 

The 36-year-old admitted 
conspiracy to deal with 
alcohol and evade excise 
duty and was found guilty of 
possession of criminal prop¬ 
erty. He appealed against his 
sentence at London’s Crimi¬ 
nal Appeal Court, arguing it 
was ‘too long’ for his crimes. 

But his appeal was dis¬ 
missed by three of the 
country’s most senior 
judges, who said the term 
was ‘wholly merited’. 

The court heard that the 
gang’s illicit operation came 
to light after HMRC officers 
stopped a lorry registered to 
Singh-Kunoor in Scun¬ 
thorpe, in October 2010 that 
was loaded with 2,000 one- 
litre bottles of illicit vodka. 
Lawyers for Singh-Kunoor 
said his jail term was over 
the top because the crown 
court judge placed the 
offences in too high a cate¬ 
gory of seriousness.

Shock death of respected journalist Dave

A RESPECTED journalist who spent more 
than three decades covering the area where 
he grew up has died suddenly aged 61. 

Dave Lawley was renowned for his bril¬ 
liant sense of humour. 

A grandfather-of-one, he began his career 
on the Warley News Telephone, followed by 
a brief spell on The Evening Mail in Birm¬ 
ingham before joining the Express & Star’s 
Cradley Heath office in 1977. He went on to 
spend 30 years at the E&S, where he became 
deputy chief reporter of the Sandwell office, 
Black Lake, West Bromwich. 

He went on to be a press officer for 
Sandwell Council, and was a former chair¬ 
man of governors at Tividale Junior and 
Infants School. Family and friends have paid 
tribute to the ‘larger-than-life character’. 

His wife Hilary, to whom he had been 
married for 39 years, said: “Almost all of the 
time, he was joking around. He was a really 
good family man and adored his daughter 
Rebecca. His grand-daughter Isabelle was 
the light of his life and, talking to everybody 
else, he loved me to bits.” 

Former Express & Star chief reporter Ken 


Tudor, who worked with Mr Lawley for 
many years, said: “He was such a funny man 
with an amazing brain. He would have made 
a great detective.” 

He remembered a time Mr Lawley’s imag¬ 
ination helped him dream up an award¬ 
winning image - when the number of Tory 
councillors in Sandwell was cut from 22 
down to two in 1996 - Bill Archer and Ray 
Partridge - and they were pictured having 
their party meeting in a red telephone box. 

Former mayor Mr Archer said: “He will be 
a sad loss to the community.” 

Manager 

Avid Rangers fan and E&S journalist Bob 
Kane, who worked with practical joker Mr 
Lawley, remembered a phone call he 
received minutes before his side’s Scottish 
Cup Final of 1996 against Hearts. 

Mr Kane said: “I had only just got Sky 
Sports and I had a call from a woman saying 
there was a problem with my subscription 
and they would have to turn it off for a few 
hours. That must have been Dave’s co-con¬ 
spirator. He was expecting me to hit the roof 


but I took it calmly, put the phone down and 
then hit the roof. He felt so bad he rang me 
back about it shortly after,” he said. 

Mr Kane also recalled Mr Lawley would 
write to Tottenham Hotspur Football Club 
every time it sacked a manager, applying for 
the job. Dan Slee, who worked in the E&S 
Sandwell office for eight years, recalled 
when Mr Lawley offered his 100 shares in 
Spurs to Lord Alan Sugar as a token of sup¬ 
port in his legal dispute with Terry Venables. 

Mr Lawley received a polite letter back 
from Lord Sugar thanking him, but saying 
he believed his own multi-million pound 
shareholding in the club would be sufficient. 

Mr Lawley’s long-time friend Tom Watson 
MP added: “I’m devastated to hear of Dave’s 
passing. Sandwell has lost a great public 
servant and I have lost a dear friend.” 

Sandwell Mayor Councillor Linda Horton 
added: “Dave was a respected old school 
journalist, a family man and a good friend to 
my husband Roger and I for many years. He 
reported on many of the big stories over the 
years but also championed the local area 
where he grew up.”

‘Political leper’ former MP Griffiths dies at 85 



Former MP Peter Griffiths 


HE WAS branded a ‘political 
leper’ by a Prime Minister and 
was accused of having used one of 
the most controversial and racist 
slogans of all time during his 
campaign. 

Peter Griffiths, the former Conser¬ 
vative MP for Smethwick, has died at 
the age of 85. 

He was the MP for just two years 
from 1964 to 1966 but was accused by 
the then Labour prime minister 
Harold Wilson of having run an 
‘utterly squalid’ campaign. 

Mr Griffiths always denied saying 
‘if you want an***** for a neighbour, 
vote Labour’ but it followed him 


around for the rest of his career. His 
controversial election in Smethwick 
came as the issue of immigration in 
the 1960s had driven a wedge 
between workers in the town and the 
then Labour MP, Patrick Gordon 
Walker. 

Exclusively 

While he distanced himself from 
the far right, Mr Griffiths supported 
the former Smethwick Council when 
it sought to buy up a row of houses to 
let them exclusively to white families. 

After losing the Smethwick seat he 
wrote a book, A Question of Colour? 
In it he blamed the spread of disease 
on immigrants and praised apartheid 


South Africa as a model of democ¬ 
racy. 

Mr Wilson criticised the then Tory 
leader Sir Alec Douglas-Home for not 
disowning Mr Griffiths. 

He said: “If Sir Alec does not take 
what I am sure is the right course, 
Smethwick Conservatives can have 
the satisfaction of having sent a 
member who, until another election 
returns him to oblivion, will serve his 
time as a parliamentary leper.” 

Mr Griffiths was born in West 
Bromwich in 1928 and became a 
Smethwick councillor in 1955. 

He was also head teacher of Hall 
Green Primary School in West 
Bromwich. 


Family's hope as date 
looms for transplant

ZIPPING around the living 
room of his home, little 
Gaurav Bains is just like 
other happy youngster. 

But the two-and-a-half year 
old has already had to face more 
than most would in a lifetime - 
and he has got more to come. 

He is facing two months in almost 
complete isolation while his 
immune system is destroyed and a 
new one is rebuilt using stem cells, 
as part of a bone marrow transplant. 

But not only is he a ‘little fighter’, 
as his dad Sunny calls him, but he 
may also turn out to be a little life- 
saver. 

As part of a campaign to find 
Gaurav a bone marrow donor, thou¬ 
sands of new people have regis¬ 
tered - meaning people like him, 
fighting rare and dangerous dis¬ 
eases, may now find their perfect 
donor matches. 

Shop worker Sunny, aged 31, said: 
“Anything we can do to help raise 
awareness is a huge bonus.” 

Heart 

Gaurav was born, five weeks pre¬ 
maturely after mother Gurprit had 
a scan which revealed he was a small 
baby with an abnormally large 
heart. 

The first two years of his life were 
also dramatic and traumatic for his 
family, from Alexandra Road in 
Tipton, as multiple infections and 
fits led to many weeks spent in hos¬ 
pital. 

In June the young family were 
rocked by the news that Gaurav suf¬ 
fered from an extremely rare blood 
disorder, Monosomy 7 Syndrome, 
which if left untreated would lead to 
aggressive leukaemia, a condition 
which he would be unlikely to 
survive. 

Sunny said: “Your world comes 
crashing down. Then to be told how 
rare the condition is, that just made 
it worse and you think ‘why him?’ 

The family were then told Gaurav 


would need a bone marrow trans¬ 
plant. After his mother, father and 
four-year-old sister were not found 
to be a match a campaign was 
launched to find more donors from 
the Asian community. 

Last month the family received 
the best possible news when a match 
was found. Before the transplant on 
December 18, Gaurav will be under¬ 
going chemotherapy so a new 
immune system can be rebuilt from 


the donated stem cells. He will be in 
isolation until early next year and it 
will be two years before the family 
can be sure Gaurav is on his way out 
of the woods. 

Anthony Nolan is reporting a 
1,200 per cent increase in Asian 
donors, thanks to Gaurav’s inspira¬ 
tion. 

Sunny feels the lack of potential 
donors is down to a lack of aware¬ 
ness of what the process involves. 


Gurprit, 31, added: “It’s not about 
Gaurav now, we could step aside, we 
are done. 

“But we are carrying on raising 
awareness. 

“If we can just get two or three 
more people to sign up it would be 
worth it - they could end up saving 
a life.”

THIS is the first picture of 
73-year-old hit and run 
victim Bill Fenton who was 
killed a week and a half ago. 

Police carried out inq¬ 
uiries at the 
scene, a week 
on from the 
accident, in 
the search 
for clues to 
the identity 
of the driver 
and vehicle 
involved. 

Mr Fent¬ 
on, who lived in nearby 
Astbury Avenue, was found 
in Beakes Road, Smethwick, 
on Saturday, November 23, 
at around 9.30pm. He had 
suffered serious injuries and 
was taken to hospital where 
he later died. 

Police believe he has been 
struck by a large vehicle and 
whoever was driving must 
have known they had hit a 
person but left him in the 
road to die. 

Sgt Paul Hughes from the 
Regional Collision Investi¬ 
gation Unit, who is in charge 
of tonight’s operation, said: 
“We need to trace this 
vehicle and driver. We urge 
people to take a moment and 
think carefully if they heard 
or saw anything suspicious. ” 

Friends have described 
Mr Fenton as a ‘very happy 
man, who was always laugh¬ 
ing and having a joke’. 

His close pal and neigh¬ 
bour Dave Ingram, aged 80, 
said: “The whole thing has 
left me and the community 
in shock. We will all miss 
him.”

STAFF at a health trust 
blighted by serious blunders 
in the space of a year are 
‘intensely frustrated’ by the 
failures and have vowed to 
cut out the errors. 

An external inquiry has 
been commissioned by chiefs 
at Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust to prevent a repeat of 
the ‘never events’, which 
include two in the last 
month. 

But bosses have since 
revealed they have acted 
before the inquiry gets 
under way, putting in place a 
series of measures. 

That move comes in the 
wake of the wrong patient 
coming forward for eye 
surgery - and surgeons 
going ahead with the proce¬ 
dure on the incorrect 
patient. 

None of the patients 
involved in the never events 
has complained to the trust 
but medical director Dr 
Roger Stedman said he was 
‘anxious’ to ensure safety 
standards were improved. 

Toby Lewis, chief execu¬ 
tive at the hospital trust, 
was keen to stress that no 
harm came to the patients.

Closure for resurfacing one year on from opening 




The underpass set for closure 


PART of a £25 million underpass will close for 
eight days for resurfacing work to take place, 
just a year after it opened to traffic, it has 
emerged. 

The underpass section of the A41 Express¬ 
way junction in West Bromwich will shut from 
next Monday, December 9 to 16. 

It comes after an inspection on the Express¬ 
way found the road surface is below the 
‘required standard’. Traffic will still be able to 
use the new bigger roundabout and slip roads 
above the underpass. 

The work is being carried out by the original 
contractor at no cost to the council, it has not 
yet been revealed why the road surface has not 


come up to scratch. The inspection of the 
whole of the scheme has shown that bridges, 
walls, barriers, lighting, drainage and the 
other areas of road meet or exceed the 
required standards. Checks were carried out 
before the council finally takes responsibility 
for the maintenance of the junction. 

Sandwell’s highways boss, Councillor 
Maria Crompton said: “It is important that all 
parts of the junction are of the highest stan¬ 
dard and so the contractor must replace areas 
of surfacing that have not passed our tests. 

“There will be no cost to the council as it is 
being met by the contractors who carried out 
the original work. We will ensure that any 


inconvenience is kept to a minimum and I 
would ask the public to bear with us while the 
work is undertaken.” 

The underpass opened in November 2012 
following more than two years of building 
work. It was designed to speed up traffic flow 
along the dual carriageway which runs 
between the town and junction one of the M5. 

The Department of Transport invested 
£22.2m to divert the A41 underneath the West 
Bromwich Fire Station roundabout at its junc¬ 
tion with the A4031 All Saints Way. 

Supermarket giant Tesco, which is building 
a multi-million store in the town centre, con¬ 
tributed £2.2m towards the project. 


Super hospital plan is one 
step nearer with approval 


A LONG-AWAITED £370 million super hospi¬ 
tal has moved one step closer after health 
bosses gave the plans their stamp of 
approval - for the second time. 

The board at Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals Trust has had to reconsider the business case 
for the Midland Metropolitan Hospital scheme, after 
a series of delays. Planning permission for the 
scheme, on land off Grove Lane in Smethwick, had to

A CAR hit a house in Tipton, 
knocking out a gas meter 
and causing structural dam¬ 
age.

be reapplied for. 

This followed delays 
arising from a Government 
mandated review of private 
finance initiative contracts. 

That was further compli¬ 
cated by the hospital trust’s 
application for foundation 
trust status. 

The board had initially 
approved the business case 
for the scheme on Septem¬ 
ber 30, 2010, but during the 
time taken to deal with the 
issues a restructure within 
the NHS has meant they had 
to reconsider the proposals 
in a meeting. 

Trust chief executive Toby 
Lewis said: “It was impor¬ 
tant to make sure that our 
plans for Rowley Regis, 
Sandwell, Birmingham 
Treatment Centre and the 
Midland Metropolitan Hos¬ 
pital still remain, in the judg¬ 
ment of the board, the right 
solution for local residents. 

“We have concluded that 
they do remain a safe and 
economic balance, of trans¬ 
ferring significant amounts 
of care into people’s homes, 
with securing concentrated 
expertise for the most 
acutely unwell patients 
within a new super hospital 
in Smethwick.” 

The business case for the 
scheme will now be consid¬ 
ered by the NHS Trust 
Development Authority 
early next year, and will then 
need to be finally rubber- 
stamped by the Treasury. 

Work is due to start in 
2016.

Rescuer Rudy bows out 
from an amazing career 



LISA WRIGHT talks to fire¬ 
fighter Rudy Parkes who 
has retired after a long 
career helping out commu¬ 
nities at home and abroad 

FROM digging a child out from 
the rubble of her collapsed 
nursery in earthquake-hit Haiti, 
to fighting one of the West Mid¬ 
lands’ biggest fires earlier this 
year, Rudy Parkes has had a 
remarkable career. 

As a member of West Midlands 
Fire Service he has tackled countless 
house fires, car crashes and was even 
on shift on the night of the 1985 
Handsworth riots and the Chinese 
lantern blaze in Smethwick this 
year. 

But now after three decades of service 
Rudy has retired. 

Investigate 

During his career the veteran fire¬ 
fighter, who ended his service as watch 
commander at Cradley Heath, and is 
married to Clare, 40, and father to 10- 
year-old William, has not only saved 
lives in the Midlands, but also spent 
more than 20 years visiting some of the 
poorest parts of the world to help build 
schools and community facilities. 

He has led more than 50 trips to 
Romania and six to Tanzania. 

This was alongside his firefighter 
duties and his role in the International 
Search and Rescue squad which has 
included working in earthquake-hit 
Japan and Haiti. 

And it was in Haiti in 2010 that he was 
part of a team that carried out his most 
memorable rescue. 

“We were actually searching a super¬ 
market, there were about 40 of us res¬ 
cuers and it was around lunchtime. 


“A young lad came running up to me 
and grabbed hold of my arm,” said 
Rudy, who now lives in Wollaston, 
Stourbridge. 

“Me and [fellow rescuer] Dean 
Harris said we would go and investi¬ 
gate. We walked down the road, about 


500 yards, and there was a school that 
had collapsed. As soon as I got onto the 
rubble I could hear a little girl crying 
‘Mummy’.” 

That little girl was two-year-old Mia, 
and fellow West Midlands colleagues, 
as well as those from Wales and Man¬ 


chester, rushed to help. Mia had been 
trapped under a concrete slab beneath 
the rubble for three days and three 
nights, and crews used their bare hands 
to free the toddler. 

Rudy added: “As she came out, her 
little face was dirty. She went straight to 
her mother. 

“It was quite tense at the time 
because what you do is you focus. 

“You have got a job to do and you have 
to stay focused and each person in that 
team was part of that rescue, it was 
probably the best one I’ve been involved 
in.” 

Rudy’s fundraising efforts have 
ranged from flying to Ecuador in Febru¬ 
ary 2009 to raise money for the Bobby 
Moore Fund cancer charity - of which 
Rudy is project manager - with Express 
& Star columnist Carl Chinn and his col¬ 
league Andy Grosvenor, to a 120-mile 
canoe trip down the River Severn to 
raise money for an orphanage in Tanza¬ 
nia. 

Remote 

He has also helped to construct a 
physiotherapy unit at the Salvation 
Army’s Matumi orphanage in Dar Es 
Salaam. 

Other exploits have included helping 
to build an extension to a school in Alto 
Par also, a remote village in Brazil, in 
2010. 

In March the next year, he also joined 
the ISAR squad helping to find the sur¬ 
vivors of the earthquake in Japan. 

The 53-year-old received an MBE 
from the Prince of Wales at Buckingham 
Palace in May 2012 for his charity work 
at home and abroad. 

As his career drew to a close Rudy was 
also one of the 200 firefighters who 
attended the huge fire at Jayplas recy¬ 
cling plant in Smethwick in July, 
sparked by a Chinese lantern that 
floated onto the site. 

He said: “I’ve loved every minute, I’ve 
got no regrets and I’ve loved going to 
work every day and every night.”

Appeal made on robbers

Investigating officer Det Con Mitch 
Buchanan, from Force CID in Dudley, 
said: “I am very keen to hear from 
anyone who may be able to provide us 
with more information about these 
individuals, who we know were young, 
white men. 

“Perhaps you were in the area at 
around 7pm on Monday night and saw 
two people acting suspiciously in or 
around this area? These men targeted 
a vulnerable elderly victim; if you know 


who is responsible please do the right 
thing and name them.” 

Officers from the local neighbour¬ 
hood policing team have been visiting 
residents in the area following the 
robbery. Insp Lee Bartram, who covers 
the Langley area, added: “This type of 
incident is thankfully very rare. I 
would encourage residents to use door 
chains or other security measures 
when answ-ering to unexpected 
callers, particularly during the hours 
of darkness.”

Terry achieves his goal to recall 
memories of forgotten fields 


THOUSANDS play out their fan¬ 
tasies of scoring the winning goal 
in the cup final or bowling out the 
Aussies to win the Ashes. 

And while the windswept fields and 
grounds where they dare to dream may 
be more modest than Wembley or Lords 
cricket ground, they still hold a special 
place in the hearts of those players. 

Many works teams had their own ground 
while amateur clubs often had half a dozen 
sides playing matches at humble sporting 
arenas. As industry dwindled in the Black 
Country, many of those beloved grounds 
were sold off to become supermarkets, 
housing estates and shops. 

Now one former player has revisited his 
old haunts to revive forgotten fields. 

Terry Church, aged 71, has compiled a 
new book to rediscover many old pitches and 
grounds. 

While many grounds were little more 
than park pitches, others were neat little 
stadiums. Mr Church, who lives in Wall 
Heath, was a keen sportsman who played on

grounds across the Black Country for more 
than 20 years. 

“It has been a labour of love for me. I 
played for one or two of the clubs over the 
years. You would go to work on a Saturday 
morning then go out to play football or 
cricket in the afternoon. It was a big part of 
working life.” 

Mr Church believes more than 100 foot¬ 
ball and cricket grounds have disappeared in 
the south of the Black Country alone. One of 
his fondest memories is the old Dudley 
Sports Centre and County Ground, where 
the Castlegate Business Park now stands off 
Birmingham Road and Tipton Road. 

It was once home to Dudley Town Football 
Club and Dudley Cricket Club, and Worces¬ 
tershire County Cricket Club would also 
play at least one championship or one-day 
match a season on the cricket ground. 

But after part of the land collapsed in 1985 
due to the underground mines the site was 
condemned and eventually redeveloped. 
Other notable football grounds inclu-ded the 
Round Oak Steelworks ground, known as 


The Earls, off John Street and Pensnett 
Road, in Brierley Hill. It hosted many Birm¬ 
ingham Works League games through the 
60s and 70s before the famous old steelworks 
closed in the 1980s. The ground had been 
used by Dudley Town but it was eventually 
sold off to be redeveloped as the David Lloyd 
Leisure Centre. 

Nearby Brierley Hill Alliance had played 
at the Cottage Street ground but this was 
sold to Asda. Oldswinford FC had played on 
pitches at South Road, Norton, and had been 
a successful side. 

Some grounds remain as they were but 
stand neglected. Spring Meadow Cricket 
Club, founded in 1929, had been based in 
Spring Meadow itself before moving to 
Saltwells Road, Dudley Wood, and then 
finally to Garratts Lane, Old Hill. The club 
folded in 2006.

Jail for man 
who 'caught' 
Pc with knife 


A MAN who ‘caught’ a police officer in the 
stab vest with a steak knife while trying to kill 
himself has been jailed. 

Three police officers were trying to arrest 29-year- 
old Ashley Davies on May 26 after he failed to appear 
at magistrates’ court for a separate offence. 


At a sentence hearing 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard that, after 
finding him hiding in a 
wardrobe at an address in 
Churchfield Avenue, Tipton, 
a struggle ensued between 
Davies and the officers.

Miss Knott added: “The 
defendant said he took the 
tablets because he was 
trying to kill himself, and 
that’s why he also picked up 
the knife.” Davies was also

being sentenced for a sepa¬ 
rate incident, in which he 
left a man scarred after 
hitting him in the face with a 
bottle on New Year’s Day. 

Victim Igor Badzo 
returned to his home in 
Gloucester at around lam to 
find Davies arguing with 
another man. 

The court was told a row 
then ensued between Mr 
Badzo and Davies, and it was 
Mr Badzo who began waving 
a bottle around. Davies then 
picked up the bottle and hit 
Mr Badzo. 

Defending, Mr Beha 
Hasan said Davies did not 
intend to fight and was upset 
over his father’s death. 

Davies was given 27 
months for unlawful wound¬ 
ing in relation to the 
Gloucester incident, and 18 
months for affray for the 
second matter, to run con¬ 
secutively. He had pleaded 
guilty to both charges.

Brendan highlights power of 
the people with striking play

IT WAS a victory for the working class and 
saw an increase in power to the workers’ 
unions. But the 1913 Wednesbury Tube Strike 
was by no means an easy feat for the thou¬ 
sands of workers took part. 

They stayed away from work for two-and-a-half 
months in a bitter call for wage parity with their 
Birmingham colleagues, earning 23 shillings a week. 


On the verge of starva¬ 
tion, they remained strong 
to take victory as the Mid¬ 
lands metal industry threat¬ 
ened to grind to a halt 
because of the strike. 

This month - 100 years on 
from the historic event - a 
play based on the worker 
stories is being performed in 
the Black Country. 

Hard Graft - All For 
Twenty Three Bob will be at 
the Wednesbury Town Hall 
on Saturday at 7pm. It is 
being directed by town 
writer and poet Brendan 
Hawthorne. He said: “Very 
few people know about this 
bout of powerful industrial 
action but it’s themes of aus¬ 
terity, charity and commu¬ 
nity are as relevant today as 
they were in 1913. 

“I first discovered the 
story in a series of old post¬ 
cards and newspapers and 
felt immediately that this 
story should be shared. 

“The striking men were 
not thinking just of them¬ 
selves, but of the welfare of 
their families and fellow 
workers and used sheer 
numbers to convince 
employers to agree a fair

deal. It’s a real human 
story.” The play will tell the 
story of austerity, low pay 
and poor socio-economic 
conditions as well as charity 
and humour. 

It follows one fictional 
family struggling below the 
overty line and looks 
eyond their plight at how 
the strike affected the whole 
of the community.

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Sentence suspended for bottle attack 


A MAN hit a pub-goer on the head with a beer bottle 
as a skirmish broke out in the early hours inside a 
pub, a court heard. 

Drinkers were enjoying a night out inside The Old Court 
House pub, in Tipton, when events turned ugly after mid¬ 
night. 

CCTV captured the moment inside the pub, near Tipton 
police station in Lower Church Lane, on March 24. 

The court was told Adam Carter had been in the pub 
having a drink when Shane Rogers arrived during the 
evening. 

Images shown at Wolverhampton Crown Court record 
an altercation sparked at around 12.45am between the 
pair. Rogers was shown striking Mr Carter on the head, 
said Recorder Mr Michael Stephens. 


Mr Jeffrey Dunn, prosecuting, said: “It clearly shows 
this defendant strike him once with the hand holding a 
bottle.” 

Rogers, aged 20, of Hudson Road, Dudley Port, Tipton, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of section 20 wounding at an 
earlier hearing. 

He was sentenced to 18 months suspended for 18 
months. He will be supervised by the probation service for 
12 months and ordered to complete 200 hours unpaid 
work. He will have to pay the £75 victim surcharge and 
£750 in court costs. 

Mr Jonathan Barker, defending, said: “He, the defen¬ 
dant, believed at that time that someone was about to 
assault him. He has apologised to the court for his 
actions.” 


Thugs carried out reign 
of terror over 3 weeks 


IN A three-week reign of 
terror, masked thugs dragged 
a driver from his car, raided a 
shop armed with a crowbar 
and pinned a terrified mother 
of two to her bed before 
fleeing with her late 
husband’s watch. 

Now two men have admitted 
their involvement in the robberies 
throughout the Black Country and 
Staffordshire. 

Richard Howell, aged 37, and 28- 
year-old Ross Underwood confessed to 
joining forces to commit three raids in 
less than three weeks. 

Underwood further pleaded guilty to 
robbing a 52-year-old widow of jew¬ 
ellery that included a £15,000 watch 
belonging to her late husband. 

The first raid happened on August 
13 when a driver was dragged from a 
blue Audi TT that was parked at the 
Orbital Retail Park in Cannock around 


11 am. The startled passenger leapt 
out, leaving the key in the ignition of 
the car that was then driven away by 
the two men who each had their face 
covered by a scarf. 

The damaged Audi was recovered 
from a street in Coseley on August 30, 
the day Howell and Underwood were 
arrested. 

Rifled 

On August 14 the two defendants 
were in a masked gang armed with a 
crowbar who raided a Spar shop in 
Kingswinford at 11pm. 

Staff were threatened and thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth of cigarettes 
emptied from a display shelf into a 
rubbish bin that was taken then the 
raiders who fled - in a blue Audi TT. 

Howell and Underwood were also 
among three men wearing balaclavas 
who stole £3,000 worth of cigarettes 
taken after staff were threatened at a 
Co-op shop in Tividale on August 23. 

Underwood was then one of three 


hooded raiders brandishing a crow bar 
who forced open the front door and 
burst into the Woodsetton home of a 
widow as she lay in bed watching TV at 
9.10pm on August 29. 

One pinned the mother of two to her 
bed while others rifled through 
drawers before fleeing with jewellery 
that included her husband’s gold Swiss 
Ebel watch.

Howell, of Carder Crescent, Bilston 
and Underwood of Damson Wharf, 
Tipton both admitted conspiring with 
others to rob between August 11 and 
September 1 when they appeared at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court yester¬ 
day. In a basis of plea both admitted 
involvement in the incidents at 
Cannock, Kingswinford and Tividale 
while Underwood alone confessed to 
being part of the Woodsetton robbery. 

Both were remanded in custody and 
will be sentenced on January 3.

Traffic island goes full 
circle for calendar page

IT IS one of the best-known 
sites of the West Midlands 
but rarely receives plaudits 
for its beauty.

“The UK Roundabout Appreciation 
Society all agreed that the electrifying 
power station roundabout, thoroughly 
deserved the prestigious December 
page in our popular calendar. 

“I personally feel this dramatic and 
unique traffic island set in a snowy 
landscape perfectly sums up all what is 
great about the great British round¬ 
about.” 

The society was formed in 2003 and 
started off highlighting the round¬ 
abouts of Redditch. 

Expressive 

That then spawned the Best of 
British and each year it has grown. 

“People send in photographs from 
all around the world,” added Mr Beres¬ 
ford. “Obviously, beauty is in the eye of 
the beholder. A lot are what we call 
Titchmarshes or Monty Dons - islands 
in full bloom. 

“The whole beauty of a roundabout 


is that they are expressive, you can put 
anything on a roundabout and any 
local council that is brimming with 
civic pride can stick a garden in the 
middle of a road junction. 

They lift our spirits on a long 
journey,” he said. The accolade is a 
thumbs-up for Sandwell Council who 
spent £450,000 on a revamp three 
years ago to make it appear more wel¬ 
coming, planting shrubbery and 
installing a giant steel ‘Welcome to 
Sandwell’ sign.

Cabaret, 

Grand Theatre 

THE giant letters on the 
stage spelt out WILL 
KOM MEN, quite ironic 
as there was one very 
important thing missing 
on the opening night of 
Cabaret at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s Grand Theatre - 
WILL! 

Earlier in the day Will 
Young had had to pull out 
of the performance due to 
illness and the announce¬ 
ment at the start brought a 
general groan from the 
packed theatre. 

His replacement, Simon 
Jaymes, who took on the 
role of Emcee, did an 
admirable job but in many 
parts his voice simply was 
not strong enough. 

But if there was a very 
good reason to ‘come to the 
cabaret’ enter Lichfield- 
born Siobhan Dillon as 
Sally Bowles. This role was 
perfect for her and her 
voice and acting were 
superb. 

The story revolves 
around an aspiring writer 
named Cliff Bradshaw 
(well played by Matt 
Rawle) who travelled to 
Berlin in search of inspira¬ 
tion when he met Sally 
Bowles at a cabaret called 
the Kit Kat Klub. 

She moves in with him 
in a boarding house run by 
Fraulein Schneider (Lyn 
Paul - whose slightly weak 
voice at the start improved 
as the night went on) and 
her suitor, Herr Schultz 
(Linal Haft) a Jewish fruit- 
shop owner.

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Healthy Asian recipes in Gok’s Wok 
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Learn with Mary Berry’s Cookery Course 


NOT content with 
sorting out the 
nation’s fashion dis¬ 
asters Gok Wan is 
now promoting 
healthy Asian cuisine 
with his new book 
Gok’s Wok (Ebury, 
hardback, £20). 

There are more than 80 
recipes and the emphasis is 
on fast and fresh dishes, 
ranging from the classic 
Thai Green Curry to zingy 
Vietnamese salads and 
Sticky Chinese Duck Buns. 

TV cook Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall says he enjoys 
Allegra McEvedy’s cooking 
because “like her, it’s bold 
and brassy.” I can see what 
he means because in her 
chunky family cookbook Big 
Table Busy Kitchen 
(Quercus, hardback, £25) 
there is something friendly, 
almost mumsy, about her 
hearty style of cuisine and 
conversational approach. 

Cakes 

The co-founder of the 
Leon real food chain who is 
also a patron of the Fair¬ 
trade Foundation, has pro¬ 
duced a solid set of some 200 
recipes from childhood 
favourites to hangover cure. 

There’s more to Mary 
Berry than cakes as she 
shows with Mary Berry’s 
Cookery Course (DK, 
hardback, £25) in which 
the celebrated cake maker 
offers help to novice cooks 
and those who want to 
improve their skills with a 
series of classic dishes that 
illustrate various tech¬ 
niques required by a compe¬ 
tent home cook. 


Lizzie Kamenetzy’s The 
Great British Bake Off 
Winter Kitchen (BBC 
Books, hardback, £20) is 

described as being produced 
by the Great British Bake 
Off team - though I can’t 
detect direct involvement by 
Paul Hollywood or Mary 
Berry. But it does contain 
130 recipes to help keep out 
the chill on long cold nights 
and short damp grey days. 
These range from hearty 
roasts and stews to sticky 
puddings and mince pies. 

His mentor Raymond 
Blanc says Devon-born 
Michael Caines is one of the 
most inspired chefs of his 
generation. 

Whilst some chefs have a 
higher profile than Caines, 
who remains very much 
‘hands-on’ at his restau¬ 
rants, some of the gimmick 


merchants could learn from 
his personal commitment to 
excellence. Judging by the 
dishes in Michael Caines 
At Home (Preface, hard¬ 
back, £25) he looks for high 
standards in the home 
kitchen too. 

These 100 recipes are for 
more confident cooks but, 
for those who feel up to it, 
Caines’ book will help take 
them to the next level. 

From cake pops to 
wedding cakes, Karen Sulli¬ 
van introduces the world of 
sugarcraft with her Step- 
By-Step Cake Decorat¬ 
ing (DK, hardback, 
£16.99). 

She covers the necessary 
tools and equipment, key 
ingredients and techniques, 
before introducing a series 
of projects. 

Caroline Bretherton’s 


The Family Kitchen 
Cookbook (DK, hard¬ 
back, £25) is the sort of 
recipe book that could 
become a kitchen Bible. I can 
see it in ten years time, 
propped up and well- 
thumbed, looking slightly 
battered with a few stains 
and lots of scribbled notes 
inside, having inspired hun¬ 
dreds of family meals.

Basically, it is a washable wicking 
headband with intergrated wireless 
padded speakers. The sound quality 
was OK and the device pairs via Blue¬ 
tooth with many smartphones and 
computers. There is a micro USB 
charging cable. 

You can also download relaxing 
audio from the maker’s own website. 

One important point though, if you 
share your bed with someone else then 
they will have to be pretty understand¬ 
ing because the sound does leak some¬ 
what.

Snow forecast? Then the Peugeot 2008 
could iust be the affordable answer 


JUST a few months after being 
impressed on the launch of the 
Peugeot 2008,1 took another look and 
again came away with a good feeling 
about this new arrival. 

On test was the 2008 Feeline 1.6 e-HDi 115 
version and I was so taken with the option I have 
already recommended it to a relative looking to 
buy. 

This 2008 is a real money saving alternative for 
those seeking the assurance of four wheel drive 
performance because it comes completes with 
Peugeot’s superb new “grip control” as standard. 

This system optimises traction in poor grip 
conditions and puts this crossover into a different 
league when combined with the 165mm ground 
clearance and advanced traction control. The 
system works because grip control transfers 
torque to the tyre with the most grip in a scrab¬ 


bling manner allowing the 2008 to even negotiate 
a ski slope. It comes as standard with Allure and 
Feline trims, or is a £300 extra on lower-spec 
models. 

The SUV crossover currently occupies less 
than seven per cent of the European B-segment 
but this is just the type of vehicle to see sales 
spiral upwards. 

The challenge to all producers in this sector is 
to provide something distinctive and Peugeot 
have got things just right. Not only does the 2008 
have the cutting edge with the new “grip” system 
but it also has winning looks too. 

Scrabbling 

Inside Peugot has developed a new look too 
with the fascia capping covered in a silky material 
and a brilliant aircraft style handbrake situated 
close to the easy-to-handle grip control system. 

The 2008 shares 67 per cent of its underbody 
with the 208 hatchback but has longer body over¬ 
hangs. It’s 200mm longer, 96mm taller and 
25mm as well as 162mm more ground clearance. 
If you are a driver needing lots of rear room then 
the 2008 should be on your radar. While the rear 
seating isn’t the most comfortable in the sector 
everything folds completely flat to offer 1,194 
litres of space. All versions get ESP as well as 


anti-skid, stability control, emergency braking 
and electronic brakeforce distribution. All round 
air bags are standard. 

There are four badge levels, Access, Active, 
Allure and Feline, a choice of eight colours and a 
comprehensive range of petrol, diesel and e-HDi 
engines. 

The 1.6e-HDi 115 Feline had a top speed of 
117mph and 0-62mph in 10.4 seconds and a stop- 
start system. Running costs are low, emissions 
are impressive at just 106g/km and there are 
remarkable fuel consumption figures of 70.6mpg 
on the combined cycle. 

Many models in the B-sector demonstrate a lot 
of body roll on the open road and the Peugeot is 
no exception but things weren’t as bad as 
expected. 

For a crossover the 2008 was actually fun to 
drive with a comfortable driving position and 
plenty of steering wheel height and reach adjust¬ 
ment. 

For those needing the security of being able to 
cope with the snow or tricky conditions without 
the cost of four wheel drive this Peugeot may be 
the answer.
